many uumbers ofpeoplereſozted, and (albeit they wanted 
no ſhautng) yet would they here be trimmed , becauſe an 
other day they might repozt, that they loſt their hatre be⸗ 
tweene the banke ſide and London. Both thele ſhoppes 
werr till ſofull, that the wozkemen thought ener p day had 
beene Daturday: neuer had they moꝛe barbarous doinges 
foz the time: there was both olde polling and cold polling: 
and albeit the foundation of their houſes ood altogether 
vpon a watry ground, pet they that were Doctozs of the 
barbours chair, feared no danger, foz it was a bard matter
